Sir: 

This is in response to the Election of Species Restriction Requirement of May 25, 2004, 
having an initial period of response expiring on June 25, 2004. 

Claims 1 through 72 are currently pending in the application and subject to an Election of 
Species Restriction Requirement in view of Figs. 1-15, 16-21 or 25-32. While, the body of the 
Office Action indicates the Election of Species only applies to claims 1-18, applicants have 
addressed the election to all pending claims 1-72. 
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Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, to prosecute the species of invention as 
illustrated in drawing Figs. 1-15. However, applicants consider claims 1, 21 and 56 to be 
generic, and note that upon allowance of a generic claim, all claims depending therefrom in a 
non-elected species would also be allowable. 

Applicants submit that claims 1-10, 12-18, 21-28, 30-37, 56-61, and 63-70 read on Figs. 
1-15. Claims 11, 19, 20, 29, 38 through 55, 62 and 71-72 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Applicants request an action on the merits of claims 1-10, 12 -18, 21-28, 30-37, 56-61 
and 63-70 in view of Figures 1-15. 
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
